At tbosarao time, the capital employed by 
the corapar:j in the trado of Ibe weaiern tie- 
partmeot, which was greater than the oir^ 
camstancea of the colooy reqaiied, ia ooutii 
dsrably redbded.

A sum of £2,iz00 
inolading ()ia above-mentioned £500 has 
been raiaed, and Govoioor Maotavieb has 
been authoriaed by telegram to expend the 
itoi^Bamo in tbo purohascol provisions and fcod 
grain. Tho Governor aii l Uo[nmiitt.'o are 
hopeful that this tiinoly UHsislaiico, aided by 
the natural rcaourcca of tlin cminlry, will 
coablo the inhabitants of lied llivrr pciile- 
ment to meet their diiliculiies duvi;,|; thn 
winter. An Act of P.irliainont wiis passed 
at the olose of last session 'l'!r enalilia^' her 
Majesty to accept a surrender, upon terras, 
of the landHj priviloj^ep, and rights of the 
Governor and Company of Adventnrers of 
Sogland trading into Hudson's Bay, and for 
admittiDg the same into the Dominion of 
Oanada.'

recently asked the assistance of Lord Slaa< 

ley." ' 

Later pbom thb NoaTHWEiT Coast. — 
K- From the memoraadam of the H B Cu's 
"^■teamer Otter, we learn that one of the sea 
men named Thomas Smyars was taken ill 
with small pox oo the way np, and left at 
Fort Bapert lo a.tent in charge of an Indian, 
who bad recently recovered from the disease. 
The Indians were much exoliod, and would 
not allow any oanoes to come near tho ship. 
The schooner Lang ley was spoken on the 
night of the 4th ull, in Finlayeon's Canal, 
and arrived at Fort .Simpson on the 7ih ult. 
Captain Price, commanding tho garrison at 
Tongass Island, requested tbo Otter ;o call 
at Stickeeo on the way up, as part of tho 
boildiuga occupied by the garriuoo had boeo 
destroyed by fire, and all the medical stores 
lost. Arrind at Stiokeen oo the 11th nit; 
remained aiitirtbe next morniog. in order to 
take despatches from Col Grey to Sitka. 
Arrived at Sitka on Mib Doc. Tho U S 
■teamer Saginaw arrived at .Sitka on the 
night ol the 22d Djc. Tao Otter loft Siika 
on the 24ih ; called at Slickeon and Toogass. 
The weather was very cold at Stiokeen, the 
thercaonjeter being down to 2G^. Met the 
U 3 revenue stoamar WyauJa lifteon milcj 
below Metlakathla. Upon arriving at Furl 
Bupert heard that the man who had been left 
there ill with small pox, had died on the 
llthDao, Spoke the schooner Ringleader 
on the morning ol 2d January, and took on 
board Mr Landole and ten men from tho 
Queen Charlotte Coal Mine. 

Tub Loss of thb Souocser Ali'ua. — Tho 
Bchooner Alpha, Oapt Thomas Brennan, left 
Victoria on the 25th November, bound ftr 
Honolola with a cargo of Burrard Inlet lum- 
ber. The following day (tbo 24tb) lost jib 
' in a heavy gale ; on 25th the wind chopped 
' roand to tho acaibward, when the vessel 
^ was hove to, In this condition sba drifted 
Bpntil the '27ih, when she went ashore on 
^Plorea I.slaod, G miles to the we.-^tward ot 
■ Clayoquol Sound, When she kjeliid ovji- ilia 
most of tho clolhofl and other uriiclos licloiiy- 
in" to the crew lloaled out at tho cabiu wiu> 
dowp, and they saved nolhin;; but u lew ot 
their blankets, which sub.iLiiUHiitly came 
ashore. A''er being nir.o dayo uu the is- 
land thay iodaced the Indians to take thorn 
to Frank's station ca Barclay Sound, and 
finally crossed Vancouver Island to Nauiti- 
mo by tho old Indian trail. Tbo vossol bo- 
looged to Capt Brennan and one of the 
orew named Phillips, but was not insured. 
The cargo was ooverod by insurauco. Tho 
poor felloNS composing tho crew eoniplaiii 
bitterly that there is no place, in the event 
of a ahipwrcpk, whero they can make for tu 
obtain asaislanca, and rucommoiid lhat some 
Bucb place be aslubli^hed. Had it not been 
that they chtuiuod a sack ol (luur from the 
wroolc they must coilainly have niarved. The 
naen are all inoro or leas alfeoiod by ex- 
posure.

SITKA DISPOFULATED. 

Since I last wrote you many changes 
have taken pliico liore. At present Sitka 
is comparitevoly dopopulatoJ. Most nil 
tho Americans who camo bore to maico a 
homo and prospoot tho country, not only 
in uiid around tiilkii, but Kodinc, Cook'.s 
Inlet, luindreds of miles distant from here, 
have left for Orogon, California or else- 
where. 

Nearly all tlio Iltissians havo also 
left, Soino wont to the Amoor liiver in 
Vain, others to Califoniia, whilo tiro 
greater iititnhot' Unvu lelt I'of llti.ssia. Tlio 
Winged Arrow, a fmo ship Hailed from 
lioi'o on tlio Sill of Docoinber for Si 
Pctcrsburp^, taking 86 men besides tho 
women und children; (not including the 
crew,) in all ahn took ovor 300 persons. 

We had here many prospectors from 
nil tbe different mining camps on this 
coast, but after getting a brief experience 
of a military government, thoy nil con- 
cluded to seok a Sold for operations where 
they could purchase a pick and shovel, 
a miner's ontQt, including a gallon of 
whisky, without tho permission of thi.s 
General or that olBcer, and wliot'c lliey 
ei)nKl uet, as free Americtiii eillzL'ti.s. .Such 
men liavo left tho tcrVitory as ignorant as 
ihcy woro before, of the mineral resources 
here. 

If fJongress don't give Alaska a Civil 
Qovornmoiit, she will remain a dead 
weight, on tbo Treasury of the United 
States, her resourecH niideveloped, her 
pi'faent itiiiuigratioii doijrea.sijd, leaving 
her iiiiiueiise field fur operations in her 
valuable fur and fishing grouiulSj in the 
hands of a few iiioiiopo'i=ts.

.^iiot, and stepped back ain'l exclaimed, 
ivenuey ! Oh Konney | Tho latter re- 
plied "holloa !" and ofl' went another 
shot. Capt. Melnliro called again, but 
got no answer, and imiiiediately going 
into the room lie found liuu lying on 
ibu floor not cpiito dead. lio never 
spoke after the last shot. lie had pot 
tbo muzzle of his pistol into bis mouth 
and eiido I his days by blowing out his 
brains.

He w.is a naiive ot O.iio, 
and had he lived one month longer be would 
have been 25 years of age. Ho was bur'ed 
will! military houors, and his remains were

ing in New Oiioaas, declares to havo render^ 
ed it iinpossiblo to observe properly the 
iinveiith (liiy ot the week ao tho .Sntibaih. It 
nii.i;!it lie iiropor in futijicr time?, but so were 
oilier uDservaiices which tha Isrotlites have 
found it necessary lo modify. 

The command to keep tbe Sabbat or Sab- 
bath, holy, the writer declares, dooa not inn 
Blaooo tbo particular day of tho week. Nor 
would it be po.s'iblo in all parts of tho globe, 
with tbo hours of -unjC'l and sunrise chang- 
ing with every deyreo of longitude, to indi- 
cate tiy them any precise lima which would 
lie always lbs same boly period. Tbe Christ- 
ian world outnumbering largely tbo Jews, 
havo Qdo[)lod another da^, and il is very in- 
eoiiveoieut to vary Irom their usage.
